The feeling against Wilson was bitter. He had "won an 
election because he kept out of war. When war came, he-re- 
mained a party leader a«d asked for popular support for 
his party that the war might be won, although Republican 
leaders like Theodore Roosevelt, W. H. Taft, Cabot Lodge 
and Elihu Root had from the very outset championed the 
Allies while he urged neutrality in thought, word and ac-

j r has been stated that uboutJtalf the people in Lon¬ 
don now spend half their time in underground shel¬ 
ters. In the Ilriti.shyisles people who are just as much 
sun worshippers anjjjfresh air worshippers as ourselves, 
have been forced to accept these subterranean retreats 
as a commonplace of daily living. 

A year ago, many of these shelters were hurriedly pre¬ 
pared as makeshifts, a merely temporary expedient if 
the worst came to the worst. But as the raids over Lon¬ 
don and other parts of the British Isles have intensified 
in violence and lengthened in duration, the whole plan 
for underground living is being rsvLsed. The shelteis 
are being organized as real living (|uarters, with foml 
supplies, sleeping bunks and even form5 of entertain¬ 
ment to relieve the long hour.s of tension. All sanita¬ 
tion arrangements are to be improved in order to safe¬ 
guard public health and make the retreat more bearable. 

Health agencies have been deeply concerned over the 
threat to public health, unle.ss conditions of underground 
living are improved to meet the (kmiaml which is being 
imposed—and may continue to be impo.sed—upon them 
Elderly people and babies, and people of all intervening 
ages; ;ieople in all stages of health or ill health, are 
force4 hurriedly into these shelters, huddling'together 
for hours on end. It would seem hard to imagine any 
more fertile ground for the spread of disease, yet it is 
claimed that the aveiage of health does not seem ser¬ 
iously affected. Those who look forward, however, se? 
that immunity cannot be expected to continue, and they 
are urging imni'nliate action to prevent spread of pul¬ 
monary and other diseases. 

This is one‘of the problems of civilian protection which 
has been created through the Hitler code of warfare. It 
is attack on health, morale and fitness of a civilian popu¬ 
lation, young and old, strong and weak. A population 
which has shown such uncrushable spirit, should receive 
every protection in respect to physical health which is 
within the power; ol the government to provide.

His i.ationals in small 
countries had to be protected against outrages and per^- 
cutions, but he used another argume'ht as well—he had to 
attack those small countries to prevent Britain attacking 
them first. A wag said that the delay in attacking Britain 
was caused by the difficulty of persuading Germans that 
h*e had to do it, to prevent the British doing it. It will be 
noted that these stories are not being invented and circu* 
lated for foreign consumption, but to inflame passions at 
iionie where ignorance and prejudice flourish under govern¬ 
ment control of the avenues through which news is distrib¬ 
uted. In other countries the only effect is a feeling of ex¬ 
asperation aivd astonishment that people can be duped by 
such inveiitions.

^TAT1STIC.\L research into the farm wealth of 

^ Canada, daaU with the prairie provinces as a unit. 
Thus .seems the mo.st practical way of considering the 
re.sources and strength of the west. Taken as separate 
provinces, .Alberta, Saskatchewan and Man toba, do not 
ore.sent such a formidable part of the whole Dominion. 
But their intcrest.s and economie strength are so closely 
allied, that the only true presentation is as a unit. 

Considered in relation to other areas of Canada, the 
farm acreage in the west is 109,782,602 compared with 
163,668,369 acres in the whole of Canada. On this basi.s 
alon>a, the west is a dominant factor. The valfie of farm 
property, land and buildings in western provinces, is ap¬ 
proximately half of the four billion dollars represented 
in such farm jissets of all Canada. The amount of farm 
mortgages in the west ai\> also almost half of the mort -1 
gages on all Canadian farms. The three prairie provin¬ 
ces paid half the total amount of farm taxes paid in the 
Dominion in a recent year. 

Viewed from the standpoint of acre.sge and value of 
farm property, the west should have a strong voice in 
the agricultural world of Canada. And the agricultural 
world of Canada as a whole, would be much.more power¬ 
ful if it were unified. The various branches of hus¬ 
bandry may luive certain cleavages, but they have many 
more [Kiints of union. Ba.sically the appla grower, the 
livestock producer, the wheat farmer, the tobacco and 
potato glower have the same problems. They stand up 
alike to the ha’/.ards of weather. Their lifework is the 
production of high standard produce. Into this all their 
skill and knowkMlge and labor is poured. In return they 
are more than any field of indiustry the victims of sup¬ 
ply and demand. To a great extent they sell on open 
market. The price is not set by tha prodiJcer, but by 
higherups, and by boards on which the actual producer 
Ls not adeciuately repies»>nted. j 

To a great degree rural oi gaii'zations and individuals 
are responsible tor tiieir own position. They work 
through a hundreii .-mall agencies instead of with one 
voice. 

.Similarly the threO western provinces are burdened 
with three separate governments and scores of farm 
bodies all loosely knit. Vet the interests of the three is 
overwhelmingly along the .same lines. One government, 
one dominant agiicultural oigani'/ation would mak' of 
the prairie a strong ami authoritative »'ement in Domin- ‘ 
ion affairs. As it is our power is split and tlissipated, 
so that we need not be taken loo seriously.

And Its Reasons 


Horn. Gov’t l^ses Otily ’I’as- 
teuri/ed Milk for .Vrmy and 
Air Force; Valuable Insur¬ 
ance Measure 

The'fact that the Dominion govern¬ 
ment uses only pasteurized milk for 
all army and air force camps, Ls bring¬ 
ing" the general public to a new inter¬ 
est in the value" and purptise of pa-s 
teurization. Many Canadian citie. 
have adopted pasteurization of all milk 
sold, but as yet there has been no gen¬ 
eral compulsion in this respect. How¬ 
ever, the establishment of militai;, 
and air camps in. so many parts oi 
Canada, has increased the demand fm 
pasteurized milk and rou-sed ^jameiii 
communities to a new awareness oi 
this form of health insurance. It i; 
probable that this will speed tlie event¬ 
ual pasteurization of all market miiK 

As implied, the term '‘pasteuriz i 
,tion” is derived from I’asteur, win 
about 70 years ago, first used heat as 
a means of destroying contaminating 
organism in grape giape juice, thu 
saving the wine industry from hea\> 
losses. Many years later the idea wa 
transferred to milk, and named ir 
honor of the originator. 

The idea of pasteurization of mill 
is not making dirty milk clean, but 
making clean milk safer. All di.'-eusv 
producing germs are destroyed 
though no normal bacteria which are 
always found in milk. NiUural mil’s 
is safe if u.sed as by nature—that i.' 
by sucking direct from the cow. Bu. 
since there are so many steps and pro¬ 
cesses from the producer to the con 
sumer, additional safeguards are nece.- 
s^ry to ensure further the compleu 
safety. 

Does Not Lessen Food ^ alue 

Pasteurization does not interferi 
with the food value of milk. Sonic <•. 
the Vitamin C is destroyed, but as inilk 
is always short on Vitamin C, this i.- 
an added necessity of diet. Uabie. 
should always receive extra Vitamin t 
in the form of orange juice, to ipakt 
up the normal milk deficiency in th 
respect. No other food element ii 
milk is reduced to any degree in foo: 
value by pasteurization. The rea' 
value lies in the fac.t that it destroy, 
the germs of all diseases whiclf can i« 
carried by milk—typhoid, diphtheria 
scarlet fever, septic sore throat, com 
mon cold. According-to the report i. 
the Canadian Council of Child ^^e^ 
fare, it reduces diabhaheal di.seasos ol 
infanta, and is an effective gua.d 
against di.ssemination of bovine tuber 
culosis. 

Pasteurization in Alberta is define- 
by law as the heating of the milk ti 
152 degi"ees to 146 degrws F. for :i( 
minutes. As practised in" citie.s, tlu 
milk 'from the many dairy farms 
which would naturally vary widely, i; 
committed to the pasteurization plant 
producing a uniform security in healti 
insurance. 

The cost of pasteurization can usu 
ally be saved by reduced costs in dU 
tribution. Pasteurized milk is not boil

In connection with the current up¬ 
ward swing in butter prices, Mr. W.D. 
King, Deputy Minister of Trade and 
Industry and chairman of the Alberta 
Price spreads Board has released the 
following extracts from a communica¬ 
tion signed by F. J. Reynolds, general 
manager of the Edmonton City Dairy, 
dated October 24th, 1940. 

"The Vancouver market may now be 
quoted at 281tc to z84tc, f.o.b. Van¬ 
couver for first grade, giving an Ed¬ 
monton value for bulk butter of 2614c 
to 2614c. 

“Yesterday we labed butterfat to a 
basb of 26c for special grade, with 
other creameries paying 24c to 26c. 
Effective October 24th, Edmonton 
creameries are advancing quotations 
on print butter at wholesale to 29c for 
first grade. In all probability this 
quotation will not be put into actual 
effect until about October 26th, due to 
the practice we have explained before 
of permitting dealers to take one usual 
order at the old price. 

“Alberta operators are merely fol¬ 
lowing the general market trend in 
Canada, and it b difficult to see just 
what can be done in view of the fact 
tha^ ail statbtics inftcate we are rap¬ 
idly approaching,a short position on 
butter in the whole of Canada. 

“We think it only fair to point out 
that the present prices of print butter 
are exactly the same as they were one 
year ago, and cream prices aie Ic a 
pound higher.”

What Joseph ICennedy, U.S. ambas¬ 
sador said last week in addressing a 
New York audience b endorsed by the 
London Daily Mail. Mr. Kennedy’s 
point was that a speed up in equip¬ 
ment in the States, and output to Bri¬ 
tain is a far greater service than 
plunpng into war. Thb b supported 
by the London newspaper wjicih quotes 
Mr. Kennedy’s speech, and comments 
as follows; 

“The armed forces of Britain are 
America’s first line of defence against 
Nazi invasion. Those forces are fight¬ 
ing not only for the life ot the British 
Empire but for the survival of west¬ 
ern democracy. 

“In return for that service Britain 
requires the utmost help the United 
States can give. 

“We want all the equipment Ameri¬ 
ca can send. We want more than we 
are getting and we want it faster. 

“Our enemies could not stand 
against a Britain armed to 
the teeth, backed by the United States 
with vast potential war production at 
full stren{^h. 

“A speedup of her output would be 
worth more to us than an expedition¬ 
ary force of 1,000,666 nven. An Ameri¬ 
can declaration of war at this stage 
would be of no help to us. It would 
divert vital supplies from our own 
lines to the home front of the United 
States. * 

“America b nominally neutral. In 
reality she b a non-belligerent ally 
and her part is not merely to sell us 
surplus material,but to plan produc¬ 
tion to supply our urgent war needs. 

“By intensive rearmament and by 
aiding Britain the United States hopes 
to keep out of war. She stands in re¬ 
lation to thb country in the same posi¬ 
tion as Britain stood in relation to 
Europe three years ago and she has 
learned from our bitter experience.
